It was just about a year that Henry Schulte crossed life’s final goal line and 
on this Homecoming day we think it’s fitting to remember him because we 
wish he was here to see “his boys” out there on the field this afternoon. 


“Indian? Schulte was a “swell guy.” From 1919 to the spring of 1938 he 
was a fixture at Nebraska, building friendships with the boys he coached 
and alumni of the university throughout the state. He built lasting friend- 
,Ships because the boys he coached he understood. He knew when to pat 
them on the back and when to cuff thém to bring out their best efforts. 


But the main thing we like to remember about Coach Schulte was his 
.desire for team play. Sure, many a bright individual star passed through 
the university during his days here, such men as Roland Locke or Bob 
‘Simpson’ or’ Jackson Scholz. Or the great linemen he developed in the 
days of Fred Dawson such as Wenke, Peterson, Pucelik and Berquist. But 
it was always Schulte’s plan to build a team. His lines were among the 
greatest Nebraska has ever had. And his track teams were always devel- 
oped on a team basis to score in a lot of events rather than swamping the 
field in just one.or two events. 


Henry Schulte has‘gone but his spirit will always remain at Nebraska. 
For his spirit was team play, and fearlessness, and playing hard every 
second for the love of the game. Yes, his spirit will remain. 
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Welcome-Jayhawkers!
